Pin and sew the unfinished end of the tie to the side seam 
of the LF (1) between the notches. 


Pin and sew the unfinished end of the other tie to the wrong 
side of the RF (1) between the notches. 


Finish the shoulder and side seams of both front (1) and 
back (2) pieces with overlock stitching. 
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Pin and sew the shoulder seams together and press the 
seam allowance open. 


Pin and sew the short CB seams of the bias tape for the 
neckline (7) closed. Press the seam allowance open. 


Press the bias tape as follows: 


e First, press the bias tape in half lengthwise all the way 
across to create a fold line. 


e Open back out, then, press the long ends until the raw 
edges meet the fold line. 


Open back out again. 


Pin and sew the bias tape to the neckline along the 
wrong side of the garment. The single notches should 
match the shoulder seams, and the CB seam of the bias 
tape should align with the V notch on the back. 
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Fold the bias tape over towards the right side. Tuck under 
the raw edge and position the pressed edge directly over 
the previous stitching. Edgestitch all the way around.

Pin and sew the side seams and press the seam 
allowances open.

Finish the sides of the sleeve (5) with overlock stitching. 


Pin and sew the sleeve sides. Press the seam 
allowances open. 
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Sew 2 parallel rows of stitching along the hem 
with a long stitch at a low thread tension. 


Carefully tug the gathering threads to create ruffles in the 
fabric. 


Press the sleeve bias tape (8) as follows: 


e Start by pressing the bias tape in half lengthwise all the way 
across to create a fold line. 


e Open back out, then press the long ends until the raw edges 
meet the fold line. 


e Open back out again. 


Fold in half crosswise and pin and sew the short ends. Press 
the seam allowance open. 


Slide the bias tape into the sleeve. Pin it to the wrong 
side of the hem and distribute the ruffles so that the 
markings and seams match. 
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Sew into place along the first fold line. 


Fold it over onto the right side of the sleeve. Tuck the raw 
edge under and position the pressed edge directly over the 
previous stitching. Stitch into place right next to the edge. 


Pin and sew the top of the sleeve (= sleeve cap) to the arm- 
hole with the notches matching. The single notch marks 
the front, while the double notch marks the back. The sin- 
gle notch at the top of the sleeve aligns with the shoulder 
seam. You will need to ease the sleeve into the armhole 
between the notches. 


Finish the raw edges together with overlock stitching. 


Finish the short edges of the bottom piece front (3) and 
bottom piece back (4) with overlock stitching. 
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Pin and sew the side seams and press the seam 
allowances open. 


Sew 2 parallel rows of stitching at the top of the bottom piece 
using a long stitch length and a low thread tension. 
Carefully tug the gathering threads to create ruffles in 
the fabric. 


Pin the top of the bottom piece to the bottom of the top 
piece, distributing the ruffles until the markings match. 
Sew together up to the marking threads. 


Finish the raw edges together with overlock stitching.
